>I»<1-  til-  Hit  of  Hi*  Life. 

A  theatrical  uiauager  tells  this  story 
regarding  tin-  late  J.  \V.  Kelly: 

in  Ills  <  urlierdttys  Kelly  was  appear¬ 
ing  ut  u  vim.  ty  ball  in  San  Francisco. 
Tie  pr.ipro-tnr  and  manager  of  the  place 
wax  a  German,  who  liml  a  great  admi- 
ration  fur  the  "rolling  mill  man." 
While  Kelly  was  appearing  at  the  thea¬ 
ter  the  German  arranged  to  put  on  the 
stage  a  series  of  tatileuux  depicting  the 
heroism  of  the  numbers  of  the  San 
Francisco  fire  department.  Kelly  was 
to  stand  at  one  side  of  the  stage  aud  re¬ 
nte  some  original  verses  describing 
each  picture-  or  tableau  as  it  was  shown 
on  the  -tugi .  The  German  was  wildly 
anxious  that  this  tribute  to  the  firemen 
should  make  a  biton  the  opening  night. 

"Oh,  Chon,"  he  said,  "do  your  pest, 
and  you  vill  make  t«-  bit  of  your  lifol" 

On  the  day  of  'the  opening  Kelly  re- 
|  rnained  at  home,  so  as  to  be  iu  the  best 
|ios*ib)e  frim  for  the  show.  Soon  after 
|  H  o'l-liK’k  he  started  for  the  theater. 

Ju-t  before  going  iuto  the  hall  it  oc¬ 
curred  to  him  thut  he  could  have  some 
fun  with  the  German;  so  he  turned  up 
his  coat  collar,  mussed  his  hair  anil 
went  reding  into  the  variety  hall 

There  was  a  sound  of  crashing  glass¬ 
ware.  The  German  had  dropped  a  tray 
full  of  bi«T  glasses. 

"Oh.  Chou,”  he  moaned,  waving  his 
hands  in  the  air,  "you  iiuf  wooined  all 
te  tuploze!  Vat  ia.te  good  of  hafliug 
Irishman  to  vork  for  you?” 

“Thash  nil  right,  ”  mumbled  Kelly, 
staggering  up  Jn  him. 

“Go  vay, "  shouted  the  manager. 
"Yon  hef  kveered  to  show.” 

With  thut  the  manager  rushed  for  the 
stage  and  arranged  that  a  soubrette 
should  announce  the  tableaux.  Then  he 
went  out  in  front  arid  waited,  all  in  a 
tremble,  to  see  if  she  could  get  through 
with  it  Iu  the  meantime  Kelly  went 
around  on  the  stago.  and  just  as  theson- 
bn-tte  walked  on  the  i|tuge  Kelly  fol¬ 
lowed  her  and  said,  “I’ll  take  care  of 
this. " 

The  German  saw  hitu  come  on  the 
stag*',  and  with  a  cry  Of  mortal  terror 
run  for  the  front  door.  He  knew  that 
Kelly  would  spoil  everything.  He  stood 
iu  the  street,  mopping  his  brow  aud 
tuouiiing  iu  agouy,  when  he  began  to 
hear  loud  applause  inside  the  theater. 
He  could  hardly  believe  his  senses. 

Kverv  few  seconds  there  would  be  a 
roar  of  laughter  aud  handclapping.  Her 
timidly  went  buck  into  the  hall,  and 
there  was  Kelly,  sober  as  a  judge  and 
"straight  us  a  string,”  making  the  hit 
of  his  life.  After  that  all  the  German 
could  do  was  to  sit  down  at  a  table  to 
weep  and  order  beer  for  everybody 
around. 

In  telling  the  story  Kelly  used  to  say 
merely  to  finish  the  story,  "I  saw  him 
after  thut  when  I  really  did  have  a  tidy 
number  aboard,  but  he  only  laughed  and 
said,  ’No,  Chou,  you  can't  fool  me.'  ”

A  SLIGHT  INTERRUPTION. 

Incident  «>f  a  Reporter's  Visit  to  a  Fire 
Engine  Houses 

A  reporter  who  had  sought  at  a  fire 
engine  house  information  on  a  point 
concerning  which  the  driver  could  best 
inform  him  stood  talking  with  the 
driver  by  the  stall  of  one  of  the  horses. 
The  horse  was  secured  by  a  tie  strap 
commonly  used  in  the  department  One 
end  of  the  tie  strap  is  made  fast  by  a 
Maple  driven  iuto  the  side  of  the  stall, 
while  the  other  end  is  passed  through 
the  throat  latch  of  the  horse’s  bridle  and 
held  on  a  pin  that  rises  in  a  little  recess 
in  the  side  of  the  stall.  By  means  of  a 
ample  mechanical  contrivance  the  pin 
iB  pulled  down  nt  the  first  stroke  of  the 
gong  when  au  alarm  is  sounded,  the  tie 
strap  is  released,  and  the  horse  is  set 
free.  As  the  driver  and  the  reporter 
talked,  the  horse,  iu  a  friendly  sort  of 
way,  bent  bis  head  down  toward  the 
driver. 

Suddenly  an  alarm  was  sounded,  and 
the  horse  was  transformed,  and  like¬ 
wise  the  driver.  The  horse’s  head  went 
up,  and  he  was  alert  in  every  fiber.  At 
the  first  stroke  the  pin  had  dropped,  and 
the  horse  was  free.  With  a  single  bound 
he  cleared  the  stall  aud  made  for  his 
place  by  the  engine,  with  the  driver  be- 
•ide  him.  The  other  twothorsee  of  the 
team — this  was  a  three  horse  team — 
W ere  clattering  forward  at  the  same 
piomeut.  At  the  front  of  the  t\onse  men 
were  sliding  down  poles  like  lightning. 

There  were  a  few  sharp,  quick,  snap¬ 
ping  sounds,  asjtbe  men  already  there 
Snapped  the  collars  together  around  the 
horse*’  necks,  and  over  it  all  the  boom¬ 
ing  of  the  gong. 

In  all  the  newer  firehouses  of  the  city 
the  stalls  of  the  borses  are  placed  as 
nearly  as  possible  abreast  of  the  engine, 
»o  that  the  horses  shall  have  the  shortest 
possible  distance  to  go.  In  some  of  the 
alder  houses,  in  which  there  is  lees  room, 
the  stalls  are  at  the  rear.  That  is  where 
they  were  in  this  bouse. 

Surprised  a  little,  the  reporter  had 
lost  a  second  or  two  iu  getting  to  the 
front.  When  be  got  there,  be  saw  the 
driver  in  bis  seat  bolding  the  lines  over 
the  tram  ready  to  drive  out  and  waiting 
only  for  the  last  stroke  on  the  gong. 

All  fire  teams  are  booked  up  on  every 
alarm.  Un  first  alarm  they  go  out  only 

fires  within  their  own  district.  This 
alarm  was  for  a  fire  outside  the  district 
Unbooked,  the  horses  trotted  back  to 
their  stalls.  Descending  from  his  seat, 
the  driver  took  np  the  interrupted  con-  I 
versation  just  a*  if  nothing  had  hap-  ' 
peaed.  — New  York  Son. 


The  Vuug  .Man  of  Wiltuinslun,  Kurland 
Mt  aaore*  240  Fret. 

About  midway  between  Berwick  nml 
Poll  gate  stations,  at  a  point  where  tlm 
Sidle  at  the  hill  is  very  precipitous,  thu-r 
who  know  exactly  tin*  spot  where  to 
look  will  be  alle  to  mc  from  the  rail¬ 
way  carriage  windows  a  sort  of  rud* 
imitation  of  the  human  form  ootlini  d 
In  white.  The  figure,  which  is  between 
300  aud  800  feet  in  laight,  bolds  a  lot-g 
staff  in  each  hand.  This  is  "the  Long 
Man  of  Wilmington, ”  ouco  the  cent -t 
of  profound  veneration  and  worship, 
but  now  merely  an  obji  ct  of  interest  n 
the  curious. 

In  order  to  obtain  an  H<l<*quule  idea  of 
this  great  hillside  figure,  dominating 
the  surrounding  country  und  appearing 
to  watch  as  guardian  over  the  little  vil- 
luge  below,  it  is  desirable  to  approarii 
it.  afoot,  tramping  along  the  winding 
lanes,  as  the  pilgrims  of  old  must  ljuv. 
trampi  d  when  they  came  hither  oq  tli< 
occasion  of  some  great  religious  festival. 
Hw-n  from  afar,  the  figure  doe*  no*  up 
pear  to  be  of  n-markuble  size,  but  grad 
ually,  us  one  approaches  the  hill,  it  as 
sunn  s  au  imposing  and  definite  shape. 

The  figure-,  alsiut  340  feet  ill  height, 
merely  shaped  in  the  turf 
allow  the  chair  to  appear  through.  Ii 
the  course  of  time  these  depressions  n 
the  surface  became  almost  ini  percept! 
blc,  and  to  such  au  extent  w  as  the  fig 
ure  neglected  that  ut  last  it  was  only 
possible  to  make  out  the  form  at  a  ills 
tance  when  the  slifht  hollows  wen 
marked  by  drifted  snow  or  when  tin 
oblique  rays  of  the  rising  or  setting  nut 
throw  them  iuto  u  deep  shadow.  In  or 
der  to  preserve  the  form  of  the  Long 
Man,  aud  to  render  it  ut  tin  same  turn 
easily  distinguishable  at  a  distance  tin 
outline  was  marked  by  u  single  line  of 
white  bricks  placed  closely  togntbe 
The  effect  has  been  to  produce  a  some¬ 
what  startling  figure,  w  hich  is  pluiuly 
visible  iu  fine  weather  from  a  great  din 
tance. 

There  are  iu  different  parts  of  tin 
country  other  examples  of  extremely 
rude  aud  early  hillside  figures,  aud,  ul 
though  the  very  fact  of  their  great  an¬ 
tiquity  renders  it  unlikely  that  histor 
ioal  or  documentary  evidence  will  bi 
forthcoming  us  to  their  design  or  pfecisi 
purpose,  it  is  very  satisfactory  to  find 
thut  an  explanation  hits  been  fo 
which  will  ut  once  account  for  many  ot 
tbi  ir  peculiaritn  *. 

The  theory  is  that  these  are  sncrlflc 
figures.  We  learu  from  tho  writings  ot 
Cu-xar  that  the  Gauls  (and  the  Britons 
were  doubtless  included)  had  figure 
vast  size,  the  limbs  of  which,  formed  of 
osiers,  they  filled  with  living  men.  Tin 
figure  was  ultimately  fired,  und  tin 
miserable  victims  perished  in  the  flumes. 

There  is  a  local  saving  in  Sussex, 
probably  of  great  antiquity,  in  which 
the  Long  Mau  is  mentioned  iu  referenci 
to  the  weather.  It  runs :

t  Drill 

An  interesting  account  of  u  visit  to  u 
Chinese  ursenal  near  Fuchua  is  given 
by  u  correspondent  of  Gassier 'h  Maga 
zinc.  He  says: 

"Taking  out  two  drills,  I  Bent  them 
in  and  immediately  was  invited  to  enter. 
The  official  was  polite,  bowing  and 
shaking  his  own  hands,  as  is  the  custom 
among  Chinamen,  aud  offered  me  a  cup 
of  tea. 

"There  happened  to  be  several  forg¬ 
ings  in  the  room,  and  us  I  pressed  the 
drills  against  them  aud  pointed  to  over 
the  wall  he  seemed  to  comprehend  what 
was  wanted,  and  in  a  few  minutes  I 
was  iu  a  large,  well  lighted  machine 
shop.  I  might  say  this  extensive  plant 
was  built  and  equipped  by  Freuch  eugi 
neers  some  15  years  ugu. 

"The  native  foreman  examined  my 
tools  with  great  iuterest  aud  called  in 
several  assistants.  All  looked  puzzled 
and  did  not  seem  to  know  what  they 
were  for.  Walking  to  a  drill  press,  I 
took  out  the  flut  drill,  and,  after  con¬ 
siderable  packing  aronnd  the  shank, 
succeeded  in  getting  one  of  my  taper 
shank  twist  drills  to  run  fairly  true  in 
the  spindle  There  must  have  been  50 
Chinamen  working  in  the  room,  uud 
every  one  had  gathered  aronnd  tliis 
press.  The  foreman  ordered  them  off 
repeatedly,  and  then,  looking  at  mu, 
laughed  good  liaturedly  and  gave  it  up. 

"He  brought  a  piece  of  cast  iron,  but 
I  wanted  something  harder  to  drill,  so 
I  walked  over  to  a  large  planer  mid 
took  a  long  extension  tool,  made  from 
8  by  I?*  inch  fool  steel,  and  clamped  it 
up  to  the  table  of  the  drill  press.  He 
shook  his  head,  intimating  that  tho 
twist  drill  could  not  go  through,  aud 
the  crowd  of  workmen  emitted  grunts 
of  approval. 

"The  press  started,  the  lips  of  The 
twist  drill  turned  out  two  spiral  chips. 
The  men  elbowed  me  to  oue  side.  There 
was  a  sea  of  pigtails  bending  down, 
watching  the  marvelous  action  of  that 
little  tool.  As  the  ehips  grew  iu  length 
the  expressions  of  wonderment  in¬ 
creased. 

"It  happened  that  the  chips  did  not 
break  until  they  were  about  14  inches 
loug.  Then  others  started,  aud  each 
time  that  they  broke  off  they  were  eager* 
ly  snatched  by  the  men,  some  burning 
their  fiugers,  and  examined  carefully 
from  end  to  end. 

'The  dull  edges  of  the  drill  were 
shown  around  and  then  ground  and 
started  again,  and  the  fact  that  the  drill 

nld  cut  *•  well  as  the  first  time 
caused  increased  amazement  and  mar- 
mars.  I  have  made  many  tests  with 
twist  drills,  but  never  before  such  an 
appreciative  aud  demonstrative  audi¬ 
ence.”
